Salisbury points out that tbc new rulers, 
Molotov, Malcnkov, Khrushchev, alid Kaka- 
iro vlch, ar c em pl oylng ' T norc itrgu etpHttctlcsr 
They are- displaying flexibility and adapta- 
bility. And Chcy havo'niade their approaches 
cifectlvs and even attractive, In some ways. 

Domestically, It Is a story of -less harsh 
police-state methods, though . Salisbury 
stresses that the basic horrors still exist In 
shocking proportion. In addition, the new 
Soviet leaders have turned to production of 
greater volumes of consumer goods, to' ease 
tho strains for ordinary Russians long press- 
jfled^dbwn^b'y'>mlllttlry -dictatorship. 
^ So far, tho average Soviet citizen seems 
JRiortoo groatly impressed by these apparent 
improvements.

-I could see that this was completely 
craiy and cockeyed. It was perteeUy 
evident that they could bankrupt 
the country (Cuba) If this report's 
recommendations were la be accept- 
ed." Braden ImmcdUtely appealed 
to Cuban authorities to abandon the 
White report program. The aston- 
ished Cubans replied that they wen 
being pressed hsrd by the state de- 
partment toenact^e plan at once. 

Braden prevauoo, iliiWiverrTillI 
so reported to the state department. 
He received'ln response a scorching 
reprimand and orders to advise the 
Cubans to go ahead with the plan, 
Braden balked and belJeves now, 
although he'hos no proof, that State 
Secretary Cordell Hull Intervened 
when privately Informed of the real 
nature ot the White report. 

Braden's testimony seeks to 
cate In the move to Impose the 
White plan on Cuba a senior state 
department ottlclal named Laurence 
Duggan, now deceased, having fallen 
or Jumped out a window. It has 
been testified before the committee 
that Duftgan had been recruited by 
a Soviet Russian espionage appa- 
ratus In Washington. 

'White, also dead, likewise has been 
UsBCd as. a fellow traveler and a 
source of Information for Russlar 
agents. 

The significance ot Braden's testi- 
mony was that two fairly high- 
placed Individuals In a couple of key 
departments could ahape and effect 
major policies against the interests 
of the United SUtes, It was not 
suggested that. Mr. Truman, Becrfl- 
Ury Hull or Triismy Secretary 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., were aware 
ot what was going on. The point 
was. It could BO on and almost suc- 
ceed without their knowledge.
